-MANUFACTURE OF GOLD. 


The time has come when gold is on 


article of manufacture. There are prac- 
tically exhaustless tracts of rock and soil 
in which gold Is 
being 
produced 
in 
enormous Quantities with absolute elim- 
ination of risk. 
I shall briefly consider 
t\vo typical instances of "gold manufac- 
ture," either one of which is sufficient, 
to doom gold as a medium of exchange. ; 
In 1884 the discovery of the greatest i 
deposit* of gold in all history was made 
known. This was in the Witwatersrand 
district of the Transvaal of South Africa. 
Compared with it the famous Comstoelc 
mines were nothing. 
Not until recent 
years has it been possible to go aheaJ in 
the extraction of the billions in goM 
which are scattered through the rocks 
and. soil -of'the "V^itwaterarand. 
It re- 
quired new processes, but science aj/d 
Invention supplied them. Here is a gold- 
bearing 
reef 
forty 
milos 
In 
length, 
twenty miles in width, and in which bor- 
ings to a depth of 3500 feet show gold in 
undiminishecl quantities! How much £01d 
is there in the Witwatersran J? 
Hun- 
dreds, probably thousands of billions of 
dollars of it! 
The Witwatersrand conglomerate car- 
ries only the insignificant amount of ten 
pennyweights of gold to the ton, but it 
runs uniform, therefore it is only a ques- 
tion of machinery and labor to determine 
the yield. Money supplies the machinery, 
and China tha labor. 
The annual pro- 
duction of the Transvaal gold factories 
now exceeds $100,000,000, and the record 
is broken every month. 
If labor can be 
'nad, there is no reason why the output 
should not reach "naif a billion a year, 
and the rock can be worked for cen- 
turies without making a serious Impres- 
sion on Its vast extent. 
Not many years ago it was discovered 
that all of the soil in the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin vallevs was filled with j?o!d. 
We will consider what is being done in 
the Sacramento. 
For hundreds of milis 
this river runs through a broad valley of 
a width varying from twenty, to more 
than 100 miles." When it became known 
that gold was scattered through the soil 
of this 20,000 square miles of valley, cap- 
ital called • on science and invention fur 
assistance. 
The distant mountains were 
made to furnish water power for elec- 
tricity. Then there was built a floating 
gold factory at a cost of J250.000. 
It 
took a position risar a bank of the river, 
and with its dredging appliances began 
to eat its way into the soil. 
The mud 
and d'rt -were carried over the huge 
scow, the gold extracted, the tailings 
were dumped In the rear. Thus was wit- 
nessed the strange site of a factory 
crawling .overland toward 
the 
distant 
foothills. It rested in a canal of its own. j 
making; it was run with electrical power I 
generated '

KANSAS CITYV Mo., Jan. 25.—George sentenced to serve three months In Jail. 


Thomas, a freight broker of New 


York, and L. B. Taggart pleaded guilty 
n the United States court today to a 
charge -of conspiracy to pay rebates to 
shippers. Judge Smith McPhereon then 
ined Thomaa 17000, omitting Jail sen- 
tences previously assessed. 


Both defendants were in court, and 


after sentence WAS passed, checks cov- 
ering the fines were tendered and ac- 
cepted by the Judge. This was one of 
the most Important rebate cases tried in 
this country and the jail sentence which 
ras omitted today was the first sen- 
tence of imprisonment ever passed for 
a similar offense.

The Rainy Season Up-to-Date. 


This week's storm has proved to- be the salvation of the farm- 


ing interests throughout the State, particularly in the-southern 
counties, where for many weeks but little rain has fallen^ Indeed 
up to the storm of yesterday, the total rainfall this season at Los 
Angeles amounted to only one-fifth the total rainfall obtained there 
up to a corresponding date last year and it equaled only about one- 
half normal. Matters were looking very gloomy to the farmers of 
all of the southern counties until this week when the drought was 
broken. Since then the record has grown, and the farmers in that 
section now believe that they are out of danger. 


In the San Joaquin valley the rainfall has been so far consider- 


ably below the normal, but the present storm is helping out that 
quarter satisfactorily. The coast counties and the Sacramento valley 
have had nearly the normal rainfall up to date. If the weather 
should continue moist much longer we will probably hear the valley 
farmers complaining of an excess and expressing their fears of a 
flood and the rotting of crops in the ground. 


There is one thing about this winter season that has been'ex- 


ceptionally favorable. There has been an absence of frosts and the 


fall of the rain has been mild and gentle. The major part of it hars 
sunk into the ground, where it will do the most good. It has been 
what the fanner calls growing weather and the hills and valleys 
are responding to it by robing themselves in garments of the richest 
emerald. The pastures are in good shape everywhere along the 
coast from Santa Barbara north and. throughout the northern part 


of the State. 


The prospects, at the present time, are that the 
California 


farmer will have a prosperous year, as the result of a favorable 
rainfall and an abundant harvest. If so, it spells prosperity for the 
whole State, for, when the farmer 
prospers, 
business generally 


flourishes, as he has money to spend for clothes, the luxuries of life 
and to invest m real estate, besides swelling the bank account he is 
conserving for a possible day of adversity. Every individual in the 
commonwealth is consequently interested in the condition of the 
weather and the volume of the rainfall. 


Drop in the Lumber Market. 


From all appearances the prices of lumber are on the eve of 


taking a general tumble. The British Columbia lumber manufac- 
turers have just made a cut of $3 in rough, $2 in clear and 75 cents 
m shingles in anticipation of the sawmillmen in Washington, Ore- 
gon and California making a sweeping 
cut. 
The 
lumbermen 


north have enormous stocks on hand which they yarded under the 
stimulus of the great demand created by the rehabilitation of San 
Francisco and the expansion of Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda and 
their suburbs 
But they foolishly killed the goose,which was lay- 


ing their golden eggs by running up the market to prohibitive prices. 
!Now the banks are calling on the lumbermen to cover overdrafts 
and they are compelled to reduce prices in order to encourage buying 
and a revival of building. It looks now as if the prices of lumber will 
reach a normal level this spring, as the stocks of lumber held by 
millmen on both sides of the Canadian border are enormous, and, 
in order to reduce them, there will be in all probability heavy cutting 
in prices in the competition for the trade. Lumber at normal prices 
means in Oakland and its environs a brisk time this spring and sum- 
mer in building operations.

Terse Press Comment 


Protection vs. Free Trade in Britain. 


The London telegraphic announcement that, because the Union- 


ist for Parliament in .mid-Devonshire who is described as* "a stal- 
wart advocate of undiluted Chamberlainism" was elected by a de- 
cisive majority over the Liberal candidate, "the British electorate 
is tending rapidly toward protection,' must be taken with a strong 
mental reservation. There are two sides to the situation. Tt is not 
improbable that some of the "Liberal newspapers confess that the 
result is the worst blow the present free trade government has re- 
ceived." The only significance that remark has is that it is the 
English' newspaper way of stimulating partisanship into greater ac- 
tivity in other election districts where the contending parties are 
closely divided. 


It should be remembered that so-called protection in Britain, 


as exemplified by Chamberlain's preferential tariff 
idea with the 


colonies for the solidification of the empire, is a very different policy 
from that of the United States which is for the defense of domestic 
industry. While Chamberlain's idea was at first glance very attrac- 
tive to a considerable portion of the British people, the glitter wore 
off when the British workman realized that it meant the prospective 
disappearance of "the" cheap loaf." It ended in the disintegration 
of the Conservative-Unionist party—the strongest political combi- 
nation ever organized in the United Kingdom; the overthrbw of the 
Balfour ministry, which marked the passing.of the Conservative- 
Unionists from power after the longest term of its possession in the 
' history of British political partisanship, and the return to Par- 
liament of the largest majority which any new British ministry had 
ever before marshaled to its support. 


However much of a blow the result in the mid-Devonshire election 


may have been to the free trade Campbell-Bannerman ministry, ac- 
cording to a London correspondent of the Chicago Daily News, the 
protectionists received a. severer one by 
far a few weeks ago 


when Lord Cromer flouted protection. The other side of the political 
situation is thus succinctly described.by the News correspondent: 


"Dismay rules among the protectionists on ^account of Lord 


Cromer's vigorous championship of free trade. The old administra- 
tor of Egypt is one of the most massive and magnetic characters in 
the country, and for years the Tory press has systematically built up 
his reputation. When he came back to England recently to spend 
the remainder of his life no other papers praised him quite so unre- 
servedly and enthusiastically as did those of the protectionist faith 
They declare! that in all its great history the English race had noi 
produced a wiser or abler statesman than Lord Cromer. Now the 
object of their laudation suddenly trains his big batteries on their 
pet political project." 


Ex-Premier Balfour had begun to think that the Conservative- 


Unionists were on the eve of closing up their ranks again and would 
soon return to power; but with the defection of Cromer, who is in a 
fighting mood and has declared that he will not leave a stone unturned 
to defeat the taxation of food, Balfour admits that the return .of thi 
Tories to po\ver has been delayed for many years. The influence o 
such a man .is Lord Cromer in British politics cannot be over- 
estimated.

to be seen talking with any one whom 
the detectives might 
think

suspicious. 


Yet, with all this they have failed 


to convict Ford although they have 
tried him twice for practically the 
same offense.

however, that he shall be convicted 
and will probably keep on trying him, 
Introducing practically the same evi- 
dence each and every time, until he 
has spent hla last cent defending him- 
self, and then the people will wonder 
why the State has spent so much 
money without securing a conviction.
